Reference work by students is now 
easier because of the recent 
acquisition of the Magazine Index by 
the Hartnell library. 

With the push of a couple of but- 
tons and the twist of a couple of 
knobs a student can find the names 
and issue dates of magazines and 
magazine — articles covering almost 
anything he is looking for. 

The Magazine Index catalogs at 
least 370 magazines, all of them in- 
dexed on a single roll of plastic tape. 
The tape is replaced every two with a 
tape sent from the main computer in 
Los Altos. The main computer cross- 
files all new additional information 
into the previous magazine list. 

At the end of five years, all the ac- 
cumulated references concerning any 
subject within that five year period is 
placed ona single film tape and given 
to the library to keep. Another series 
of film tapes then begins to make the 
rounds. The current film has begun its

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Editorial: Student editors are responsible 


Last week, after some deliberation, the Panther 
Sentinel decided to publish an unsigned cartoon 
which took some unwarranted potshots at Hartnell 
administrators. 3 

A disclaimer was printed below the cartoon. 
Nevertheless, the fact that this newspaper chose to 
publish the cartoon caused some consternation 
among faculty and administrators. 


We at the Sentine/ would be very perturbed in- 
deed, if we printed an item of controversial nature 
and nobody objected. We are always interested in 
hearing from people whose viewpoints differ from 
Our own. é 


However... 

Several of the people who objected to the 
publication of the cartoon chose to voice their ob- 
jections to the adviser of this paper, and not to the 
editor(s). 

We believe this points out a fundamental 
misconception of the role of advisers and editors at 
this paper. At the Panther Sentinel, the editors hold 
themselves solely responsible for content and 
direction of the paper. The adviser does not have 
any control over what goes into this paper. Simply 
put: 

“The buck stops here!” 

The Panther Sentinel editors are the decision- 
makers for this newspaper. Type of story, length of 
story, page designation and whether or not there 
will be a picture are all decided by the editors. 

The adviser’s role is suggested by his title: he ad- 
vises. Better than that, he offers advice in only two 
situations: 1) when his opinion is solicited (which is 
often); and 2) when he sees editors and reporters 
making grave errors. The adviser’s power, limited 
by the First Amendment and several codes of ethics 
and court decisions, never goes beyond suggestion. 
lf an adviser did try to control a student 
newspaper, he would cease to be a good adviser. 


At the city newspaper, readers who have a com- 
plaint, question or comment on the news/editorial 
contents of the paper are directed to the city 
editor. Those who attempt to speak to the 
publisher or to the director of any other depart- 
ment about thé news sections of the paper are 
quickly introduced to the city editor. That is as it 
should be; the person who makes the original 
decision ought to be the person who has to answer 
for the consequences. 


Editors of city newspapers and of student 
newspapers alike may make mistakes from time to 
time. Sometimes retractions are necessary (if pain- 
ful). But no editor worth the title would deny that 
he or she is accountable to the paper’s readers. 
That goes for student e@itors (but not for advisers.) 


Editors and reporters of the Panther Sentinel hold 
a critique of the latest edition of the paper at 2 
p.m. every Friday that the paper comes out.

campus; subscription by mail is $4 a year. 
The editors of the Sentinel are solely 
responsible for its content.

The unrestricted nature of most student 
newspapers has traditionally provided students 
with the opportunity to function as working jour- 
nalists while establishing an open forum for the 
many viewpoints that make up the college com- 
munity. Freedom of student publications should be 
unhindered by any limitations save the demanding 
qualities and canons of professional journalism. 

The Panther Sentinel’s decision last week to print 
the unsigned cartoon entitled “Hartnell Junior 
College Zoo” represents a breach of even the most 
fundamental ethics of good journalism. 


Certainly there has been a great deal of 
disagreement and dissent between members of the 
Hartnell community and the administration. Many 
of the actions and policies of Dr. Madsen deserve 
intelligent objection. The Panther Sentinel has exer- 
cised its editorial right by taking a consistent and 
strident position of criticism. toward Dr. Madsen 
and his policies. 

It is the level of mentality behind this particular 
cartoon that calls into question both the credibility 
of this newspaper and the motives of its 
anonymous author. This cartoon is the very essence 
of character assassination, devoid of either con- 
structive suggestion or intelligent argument. The 
cartoon decries hypocrisy and dirty tricks, yet it is 
itself a textbook example of the kind of virulent 
political muck envisioned in our darkest Nixonian 
dreams. 

The lack of a name on the cartoon attests to the 
author’s lack of courage of conviction and its ap- 
pearance in the Sentinel lends a sorry note of 
dignity to an otherwise undistinguished slander. 

At a time when we need sincere and enlightened 
discussion it is unfortunate that space in the Sen- 
tine! should be wasted on this childish defamation, 
the likes of which is usually found on the walls of 
junior high school bathrooms.
